UNITED NATIONS, V. V. (AP)

recessed its turbulent 15th session 
early today after approving a res­ 
olution requiring all members to 
share in the cost of the 19G0 V. N. 
Congo operation.

The final hours were devoted 
mostly to budgetary 
and other 
housekeeping questions, 
but the 
crucial issues raised during the

budget: “ One of the main causes 
of the situation as it now prevails 
In the Congo is to be found in the

2 Men Held

Swindle Try 


CINCINNATI 
(AP) — Police 
picked up two men Tuesday night 
and hunted a third in what offi­ 
cers said was an aborted try to 
bilk an elderly widow of her life 
savings. 
Investigators said Mrs. Matilda 
Zoz, 82, was swindled of $2,225 
last week by men posing as "state 
fire inspectors,” and saying her 
home had a defective gas outlet. 
Officers said the two 29-year-old 
men being questioned, one from St. 
Louis and one from St. Peters 
burg, Fla., denied any part in the 
swindle. No charge was filed im­ 
mediately. 
Investigators 
said the swindle 
try’ was similar in method to that 
of a 25-member ring that operates 
nationally. 
Police said the bogus fire in­ 
spectors took Mrs. Zoz to her bank 
again Tuesday, demanding she get 
cash to post bond against having 
the defective gas outlet repaired. 
But bank officials were suspic 
ious, police said, and called po­ 
lice. Their arrival caused the "in­ 
spectors” to drive off, but tracing 
their car led to the suspects. 
The swindle method was virtual­ 
ly identical to that used to bilk 
two other elderly women recently 
—one for $7,700 last September 
and the other for $3,900 in October 
1959.

Weather frequently is referred to as the 
favorite subject of conversation of rural 
yokels and city ditto, who are hard put to 
find something to talk about. But weather 
has become big news — front page news. 
Let it rain, or snow, or blow, and there is 
the weather in a big type right on the front 
p a g e . 
It's ail due to modern gadgets of living, 
it seem s. A two-inch snowfall can incon­ 
venience millions. An average amount of 
rainfall often becomes a near-tragedy be­ 
cause modern living is interrupted. 
A recent snowfall across the northern 
half of the nation caused more than a hun­ 
dred deaths and ail but paralyzed dozens 
of metropolitan areas, Motorists by the 
thousands were stranded, all forms of 
transportation were hampred or interrup­ 
ted. and there was hob to pay generally. 
But a reporter who leafed through files 
of a Kansas newspaper of 1888 found that 
in a comparative week of that year nine 
inches of snow fell accompanied by a bliz­ 
zard. 
But, as the reporter points out. transpor­ 
tation was not inconvenienced to an al­ 
arming extent chiefly because the princi­ 


pal method of transportation in that era 
was a vehicle called the “buggy.'” When 
an animal called a “horse” was hitched to 
the buggy, only the tallest snowdrifts were 
likely to prove impediments to locomotion. 
And in that case a sleigh was available. 
How did the newspapers cover the storm 
of 1888? On page two, like this: 
“The grandest snow storm that ever 
visited this section since its settlem ent, in 
fact the heaviest snow storm that has 
probably fallen in Kansas in a third of a 
centry, was that of the night before last 
and yesterday. 
“It will prove a great blessing, worth half 
a dozen ordinary rain showers and will fill 
the ground full to soaking, fill the foun­ 
tains and start the streams. The prospects 
for wheat were never better.”

These planes smashed the Iron 
Curtain and made Soviet secrecy 
valueless. 
Soviet 
Russia 
main­ 
tains espionage forces in the Unit­ 
ed S t a t e s and they are con­ 
stantly being caught. Some are 
placed under arrest; some are de­ 
ported. 
Some 
Americans 
were 
shocked that t h e i r own country 
was equally if not more efficient in 
its national defense. 'The pro-Russ­ 
ians, of course, bleated that we 
had violated 
Russian 
rights 
al­ 
though they are silent when Russ­ 
ian spies are caught in this coun­ 
try or they organize a committee 
to defend the Russian spy. 
It is difficult to understand Pow­ 
ers’ conduct in this case. Others 
have been e n g a g e d for their 
country in matters involving es­ 
pionage. U s u a l l y when caught, 
they attempt to commit suicide. 
According to this Russian pamph­ 
let, Powers did an awful lot of 
talking for a man engaged in pro­ 
fessional espionage.
